In lyil 
ho was appoint.od recorder t)f Philadelphia, 
and in IHofl was elected mayor. In issv) 
Mr. Vaux was elected to fill the unoxpirod 
term of Samuol J. Ratidall In tho Fifty- 
llrst congress, being succocded by William 
MeAleor. 


Mr. Vaux publishod several valuable es- 
says, and on tho subject cJf penology was 
considered an authority, bjth In Europe 
and in this country. 
Hla reports on tho 
penitentiary aggregate nearly fifty vol- 
umes, while his treatise on "Crime, Its 
Causes and Punishment" aro very nuraei- 
ous. He had been president of the board 
of prison Inspectors for over forty years.

ato to wait upon members of tho Fifty- 
fourth congress and urgo the passage of 
an immigration law was voted down. Tho 
bill increasing tho salary of tlic superln- 
tondont of public printing from $3,000 to 
$8,000 annually was made a special order 
for second reading today and third read- 
ing tomorrow. Tho same action was taken 
on the Quay county bill. 


Among tlio bills Introduced In the sen- 
ato wero: To protoct tho lives and safoty 
of persons using tho public highways, by 
limiting tho time of labor of certain em- 
ployes of cable, trartion and electric rail- 
ways to not more than ton hours per day;

The bill creating a separato orphans' 
court in Schuylkill county, and tho bill 
repealing the act authorizing county com- 
missioDors to rebuild bridges ownud by 
corporations that may be or have been de- 
stroyed by ice or otherwise abandoned by 
such corporations passed the house finally, 


A bill was Inttoducod by Mr, McDonald, 
of Allegheny, constituting eight hours a 
day's work for mechanics, wojjien and la- 
borers In tho employ of the state or any 
municlpflllty, and providing that such 
persons shall receive not less than tho pro- 
vailing rate of wages in the respectivo 
rates and callings. Stat» and municipal 
olHcors violating the proposed act shall bo 
guilty of malfoiisance In olllco and Hablo 
to suspension. 
Contractors who violato 
tho act shall bo fined aot less than ?.¿00 
nor more than |1,UU0 aud forfeit tho con- 
tract. 


In tho senato a concurrent resolution 
was adopted providing for tho adjourn- 
ment of that body from this week until 
Monday evening, April 8, Among tho 
bills passed finally was ono ajjpropriating 
2 per cent, of tho school tax in cities and 
boroughs for th« establibhaneut of free 
public libraries.

FOllEIGN WAYS OF COOKING GOOSE. 
The usual -way to prepare a goose foi 
the family dinner table is to stuff it with 
ea/^e and onion stuilincr, to roast or bake 
it, and to serve with brown gravy and 
apple sauce. 
Those, however, who ob- 
jects to the high flavor of ouion stuffing, 
should try the following German recipes. 


Prepare the goose as usual for roast- 
ing; peel and cut up apples into 
pieces 
the size of nuts or marbles, add three 
ounces or four ounces of currants well 
cleaned and plumped in boiling water; 
put a piece of butter in with the apples. 
Fill the goose and close it with aslcewei 
or sewing and roast. 
Prunes half stewed 
or sliced almonds, mixed with the apple 
tilling, arc also used. 


S:ewcd Goose With Turnip—Chop an 
onion or two, but them in a stewpau 
with a larcre tablespoon of goose drip, 
ping. 
When this u hot and the onions 
turned yoliovv and soft, dieciged in some 
lloUr and let it brown; add some broth 
or gravy and water. Cut up any remains 
of cold goose 
and 
put them into the 
same, with salt, pepper and a little tar- 
ragon vinegar to 
flavor. 
Cover and let 
steam awhile. 
Peel and cut turnip in 
small, thin slices; let them lie half an 
hour in cold water. 
Make a piece of 
butter hot in a stewpan, put in a chopped 
onion, and when it has steamed a few 
minutes, put in the turnips with some 
salt; let them steam till they are soft 
and yellow. 
Supply a little water to 
prevent their bjirning.—Brooklyn Citi- 
zen. 


oun "WINTER VEGETABLES. 


Fancy Apple Pie—Stew, strain and 
sweeten apple to taste. 
When cold add 
three eggs to a pint of apple, a teacup- 
ful of cream, whipped. Beat all together 
and bake in one crust. 


Fried Celery—Trim 
and thoroughly 
clean the celery, cut it into pieces about 
three inches long, 
dip these 
in batter 
and 
fry them in butter 
to a golden 
brown. 
Serve them very hot. 


Creamed Onions—Take 
small, good 
shaped onions, boil them till tender ia 
water and salt and strain them. 
Melt a 
tablespoonful of butter 
in a saucepan, 
throw the onions in, sprinkle them at 
Dnce with a mixture of 
flour, 
salt and 
pepper; then pour over it some fresh 
milk, stirring evenly till the whole is 
slightly thickeued. 
Serve very hot at 
once. 


Red Cabbage—Take a fine red cab- 
bage, not too old; sUce it very fine, 
Mcald it for two minutes in boiling water 
and strain thoroui;hly. Put a few slices 
of bacon, cut in small dice, into a sauce- 
pan With a little butter. 
When quite 
hot add the cabbage and stir in a cupful 
of gravy and a tablespoonful ot vinegar. 
When quite 
tender the vinegar must 
have assimilated itsell 
entirely to the 
vegetable. 


Pried Beans—All dried 
beans, peas, 
etc., should be cooked in a first water 
until they 
shrivel 
a little; 
at that 
moment strain them and plunge them in« 
to boiling water. 
Prepare some white 
beans as above; chop up a large onion 
as required,- and fry it in good lard or 
dripping till it is quite browa;to this add 
chopped parsley. 
Put in the beans with 
salt and pepper, sautez them till done, 
and just before serving stir in a table- 
spoonful of vinegar. 


Stuffed Turnips—Peel 
the 
turnips, 
boil them in slightly salted water till 
they are half done; take them out, slice 
off a thin bit from the bottom to insure 
their standing flrmly, and cut a piece off 
the top. 
Scoop out the middle of the 
turnips, make a stufliag with minced 
veal, onion and parsley, and with it lill 
the turnips. 
Use the slice which was 
cut off the top as a cover, tie them 
round with thread, place them in 
a 
shallow saucepan, pour over them some 
weak stock, season, and let them simmer 
till 
quite tender. 
Take them out, 
arrange them on a dish, remove 
the 
threads, thicken the sauce with the yolk 
of an egg, pour it over the turnips and 
gerve hot. 
They will take about two 
Uoiirs to cook,—New Yorlc

THE GREAT DISMAL SWAMP 


Four Feet ol Snow In Elg:'.!! liours. 


" I have seen four focv of snow fall 
in eight hours," said Conductor Cobb, 
of the Maine (Jentral, Thursday, "and 
yet it was so light that you could 
wade through it just as you can through 
water, 


"It was in the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains—a sort of frost-like snow •^hat 
falls in the night, burying ever-thing. 
Twelve feet away from another man 
you can just see him, with a sort oj 
halo around him as though somewhere 
the sun was shining through the storm. 
In these storms it is impossible to tell 
direction or distance. 
One is simply 
lost when only a short distance from 
camp. 


"In the morning we walked dov/n 
into town.

breaking tho snow, which came nearly 
to his armpits, as he moved through 
it.

T E R Y a-O SCIENTISTA. 


It 
Kxtonds Forty Mllos Aloiiff the 
Coasts of Viririnia and XortU Car- 
olina—AA'oircl Traditions. 


1 
y i l E great unexplored swamp 
f 
which extends for forty miles 
along tho coast of Virginia 
and North Carolina varies in 
width from a few hundred 
yards to 
twenty-five miles. 
It is tho paradise 
of hunters, a mystery to the scien- 
tists, an inspiration to the artists and 
a terror to the superstitious. 


About five miles from tho villa^'O of 
SuiVolk, whore tho Dismal Swamp bo- 
gins, ia Lake Drumtuoud, named, some 
say, for a hunter who was lost in tho 
swamp iu tho too ardent pursuit of a 
wounded staff, that led to the discov- 
ery of this beautiful sheet of watpr. 
Others say it is named for Sir Will- 
iam Drummond of North Carolina. 
This lake is an almost perfect oval. It 
is seven miles long and five miles 
wide. The water is dark, almost black, 
but perfectly transparent, rofipcting 
every object with startlim; distinct- 
ness. 
When held in a glass vessel it 
looks like pure, strong coilee. 
This 
color is caused by tho 
exudations 
from tho cvpress and juniper trees, 
which form a thick forest tiiroughout 
the swamp. 
Gorgeously colored wild 
iiowers grow iu profusion in tho rich, 
dark soil. 
Tho trees are garlanded 
with festoons of grtiy moss from tho 
topmost boughs to tho water's edge. 
The yellow jessamine, a brilliant aud 
most fragrant, 
but poisonous, ^vild 
flower, wreathes its por'umed 
blos- 
soms over this drapery of moss. 
The 
scnrlet trumpet t>ha])ed ih>wer of tho 
poison oak vies with the 3^ellow jessa- 
mine in abundance 
of 
bloom 
and 
wealth of coloriuf;. 


The approach to Lake Drummond 
is by a rude canal, thret» miles of 
which is a straight waterway into tho 
lake. 
This forms an avenue, bordered 
by cypress trees, which rise erect out 
of tho water 130 to 150 feet in height, 
and as symmetrical 
in shape as the 
masts of a ship. 
Tho boughs, densely 
draped with moss, form an arch over 
this canal, which in midsummer, is so 
thick a sunbeam can scarcely pierce it. 
The lake is surrounded by the same 
tall, erect cypress trees, intersi3ersed 
with monster junipers of white cedars. 
The reilection of these straight, lofty, 
sentinel like trees in the clear, black 
water is peculiar. 
Tho most unac- 
countable 
thing about the 
Dismal 
rfwamp IS it is higher than tht* firm 
.)utlying country, and increases in al- 
titude towards the interior, where it 
is twelve leet hiii'her 
than the sur- 
rounding land. 
This elevation of this 
morass has been accounted for on tho 
hypothesis that 
Avhere Lake Drum- 
mond now is was the crater of an ex- 
tinct volcano, 
and was fathomless. 
This theory has exploded ; tho lake is 
fifteen feet in dejith, and every char- 
acteristic of the soil disproves the idea 
that its substratum is volcanic. 


Sir Charles Lyell anel other scien- 
tists of the past and the ¡jresent have 
found layers of spongy decaying vege- 
table matter over the better known 
portions of the morass. 
Lord Lyell 
made an especial study of the great 
Di.smal. 
His description of it and the 
conjecture as to the future coal de- 
posits are of groat scientific value. 
Five rivers find their sources in this 
swamp. Two canals now i^enetrate parts 
of it, 
Tho tow paths are logs of wood, 
on which the man who pulls the canoe 
walks. 
ThOi-e logs of wood in warm 
weather are literally covered with ter- 
rapin, water 
moccasin, 
copperhead 
snakes, lizards and other 
reptilet:, 
which make walking over them some- 
times dangerous. 
Brawny men usu- 
ally pull these canoes and 
lumber 
ratts, and find good excuse to take 
plenty of whisky along as an antidote 
fur the inevitable biiako bite. 
The 
raisou d'ete of these canals is the value 
of the cyiiresb shingles which are sold 
in immense quantities along the shores 
of the swamp. 
Another singular fea- 
ture of the great Dismal is the growth 
known ascypress knees. These are cone- 
shaped excrescences from the roots 
of the cypress tree, and look like min- 
iature {jyramids rising up from the 
slimy ooze. 


In 1725 Colonel Byrd, of Westover, 
Va,, 
made a survey of tho Dismal 
Swamp at the reijuest of the proprie- 
tary Governor, who was anxious to in- 
duce George 111 to have it drained, 
Colonel Byrd'fl report was favorable, 
and was forwarded to England with a 
strong petition from a number of Vir- 
ginia lolanters, who promised to bear 
all the expenses of the drainage if his 
Majesty would give them the land free 
of taxes. 
A copy of Colonel Byrd's 
report is now in the library of Con- 
grobH. 
He left his party in the swamp; 
what became of them he never told. 
Colonel Byrd.got out, however. 
Ex- 
tracts from his manuscrii^t are inter- 
esting : 


^•Mareh 13, 1728—Early this morn- 
ing the chaplain repaired to us with 
the men wo had left at Mr. Wilson's. 
We had sent for them the evening be- 
fore to return those who had the labor 
oar from Coratuck Inlet. 
But, greatly 
to our surprise, they petitioned us no 
to be relieved, hoinng to gain immor- 
tal reputation by being the lirst of 
mankind that ventured through the 
great Dismal. 
Our day's work ended 
within a quarter of a mile of tho Dis- 


mal Swamp when the ground bogan to 
bo already full of sunken holes and 
slashes. 


is hardly credible how little the 
bordering inhabitants nre acquaintod 
with this mighty 
swamp, 
notwith- 
standing thoy had lived their -wholo 
lives within smell of it. 
Yet, as great 
strangers as they wore to it, they pro- 
teuded to bo very oxact iu their ac- 
count of its dimensions, and 
were 
positive that it could not be over seven 
or eight miles wide, but never know 
moro of the matter than star-gazor3 
know of tho distance of the fixed stars. 
At tho scmo time, they -were simple 
enough to tell our men idlo stories of 
lions, panthers 
and alligators thoy 
wore to encounter iu that dreadful 
place. 
In short, wo saw plainly- that 
no intelligence of this terra incognita 
was to be got but from our oxperienco. 
For that reason wc resolved to mako 
preparations to enter tho next morn- 
ing. 
Wo allotted each onn of the sur- 
veyors twelve men to attond ia this 
painful enterprise." 


The ''enterprise" proved too much 
for Colonel Byrd and his party. Aftor 
terrible bxporionces with wild beasts, 
quagmires aud snakes they abandoned 
the swamp. 


There aro many 
vreird traditions 
connected 
with 
the (Treat 
Dismal. 
One of tho most 
uncanny is of a 
phantom ship b-aid to bo a merchant- 
man captured by Captain Kidd, tho 
pirate. 
The ship was dismantled, 
robbed, its crew murdered and then 
towed up one of the rivers flowing 
from Lake Drummond to tho sea. Tho 
ship, covered with phosphorus, stands 
near tho lake. 
The ghosts of the crew 
still man it, and on moonlight nights 
the hunter who sees it hears a ban- 
shee wail, which means disaster, sick- 
ness or death to him. 


Ono of the most romantictraditioQ«:* 
is of an Indian warrior, who loved the 
favorite daughter of his chief. 
Tho 
father looked higher for the maiden, 
but tho lovers ran off to the shores c£ 
Lake Drummond, built a wigwam be- 
neath its cypross'^s and lived so hap- 
pily together 
until they were both 
very old that the Great Spirit allowed 
them to revisit tho earth every full- 
moou and ride on tho lake in a boat 
drawn by Avhite swans. 
This Indian 
mytu bears an analogy to Lohengrin, 
one of the most romantic of the Kbine- 
gold legends, the only instance of this 
kind I recall among the traditions oC 
the American aborigines. 
Another 
story is of an Indian lover who was 
driven insane 
by the death of 
his 
afiiancod bride. 
This was related to 
Thomas Mooro when he was in this 
country, aud by him embalmed in 
verse. 
Tho Indian warrior fied to the 
lake of the Diamal Swamp aud dis- 
apjDoared forever, excepting at mid- 
night, when lie, too, crosses the lake 
with his sweetheart in a white canoe. 
!\iany people who live near believe 
Lnko Drummond to be tho rendez- 
vous for numerous other ghosts which 
are 
supposed 
to haunt the swamp. 
This supposition arose from the nuiu' 
ber of ignes fatui wLiich ai;^ really 
seen every night in almost every part 
of the 
Dismal 
iSwami). —St. 
Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

SAMUEL FREY GETS IN A PECK OF 


TROUBLE.

A case which recently came under 
the notice of the city officers and which 
is on the point of being brought to a 
successful issue by them will interest 
many readers on account of the many 
sensational circumstances relating to 
it. 
Samuel Fry was married to a young 
lady in York Springs, Adams county, 
!Pa., about 13 or 14 years ago and af- 
ter living with the lady of his choice 
for 8 or 9 years, during which time 
they had many unpleasant ncenes and 
hard words, he left her and lor a long 
time his whereabouts were unknown. 
In 
the meantime Mrs. Fry came to 
Johnstown and a short time ago heard 
that her husband was living in Hast- 
ings, in the north of this county. 
She 
immediately made information before 
Alderman Graham of the Sixth ward 
and placed a warrant and photo of her 
husband m the hands of Constable J. 
E. Fisher, who went up to Hastings 
yesterday mornmg 
and 
found him 
there living with another woman, a 
Miss Miller, of Hastings, whom, it ap- 
pears, he induced to marry him, stat- 
ing that he was single. 
He has been 
living with wife No. 2 for about two 
years and is reported to have had a 
child to her. 
He was engaged as a 
stable boss by the Steihng Coal Co., 
and was looked upon by all as an up- 
right citizen. 
His wife No 2 was heart 
broken when the news was made known 
to her, as they had lived peaceably to- 
gether and she had never suspected the 
least wrong concerning him. 


He was brought here on the 5:16 
train yesterday evening and pleaded 
guilty to the charges of desertion, non- 
support and adultery, which are placed 
against hmi. 
He is now behind the 
bars in the city prison, but will be 
taken to Ebensburg to jail this morn- 
ing to await trial.

without plants; for it is said Thou 
makest the blind tí? see, the lame to 
walk, the lepers are healed, evil spirits 
are cast'out. 
Thou healest the un- 
fortunate, afllicted with long and in- 
veterate diseases, and Thou dost raise 
the dead. 
As I have heard of all tho 
wonders wrought 
by Thee, I have 
concluded that Thou art either God, 
come down from heaven, or tho Son of 
God, sent to do such things. 
There- 


preached tho word in that country 
during tho years immediately follow- 
ing tho 23resencc of Christ on earth, 
making many converts, founding a

their homes.

Armenians 
claim to have descended in direct line 
from Zapheth, the son of Noali, and 
that the "House of Togarmah," men- 
tioned more than once in the Old Tes- 
tament, represents the Armenians. 


ated from tho orthodox Greek Church 
about the end of the fifth century, but 
its jEieneral doctrines aro almost iden- 
tical with those of that organization 
now. 
Its priests marry and roar fami- 
lies, live among tho people and are de- 
pendent upon voluntary contributions 
from the people. 
They always wear 
the full beard. The Armenian Church, 
says Mr. Gabrielian, rejects tho doc- 
trine of a purgatory, rejects also in- 
dulgences, does not withhold the Bible 
from any class of it^ people, but en- 
courages thom to read it.

Tho recent slaughter is said to have 
been committed as a i^uuishment for 
tho conduct of somo Armenians who 
resisted an attempt of somo of the 
Kurds to drive off their herds, several 
of tho Kurds, who wero enrolled as 
Turkish troops, but not under author- 
ity, having been killed in the contest 
over the possession of the herds.

Their country, when they had one, 
was located in Western Asia, extend- 
ing from the Caucasus i i tho north 
to the mountains of Kurdistan in the 
south, and the Caspian Sea in the east 
to Asia Minor in the west. 
The coun- 
try is for the most part an elevated 
table laud, about 7000 feet above sea 
level, culminating in

Ararat.

The slaughter of thousands of the 
people bearing the name of Armenians 
is not a new incident to those familiar 
with thoir histoiy. 
The latter i)art of 
the sixth century gave tho Armenians 
new troubles, in the develo])ment of 
Mohammedanism, which has l)een their 
greatest enemy since that time, and 
with its persecutions, accompaned by 
those of the Persians and Kurds, the 
Armenians have lost control of tJieir 
country and Government and many 
of their people are scattered to all 
jjarts of the world. 
Turkey, Russia 
and Persia 
have divided up 
their 
country, graciously permitting those 
who aro willing to bubmit to their 
government to remain there, but mak- 
ing their lives miserablo by the con- 
stant 
reourrcnce of events of 
the 
character which has just drawn public 
attention to them. 


M. 0. Gabrielian, an Armenian, who 
spent some time in this country at- 
tending educational institutions, esti- 
mates the number of Armenians in tho 
world at 
four 
millions, 
of 
which 
number a little ovor one-half are in 
the Turkish Empire, i^artly 
within 
thoir old countr}^ and i>art in Eu 
ropean Turkey, 
Kearly a million and 
a half are in that jjortion of their 
country absorbed by Russia, a fow 
hundred thousand in Persia, India, 
etc., and the remainder scattered over 
the world, not a iow being ¡^residents 
of thib country. 


The Armenian Church claims to date 
back to A. D . 34, though its early 
history is largely legendary. It separ- 


the most notable is the story of Tam- 
erlane, who, after reducing toAvn after 
town to ashes in 1387, and slaughter- 
ing thousands, accepted the surrender 
of Sivas upon tho promise that **no 
soldier of his will lift the sword upon 
them," and kept his word 
literally, 
while ho violated it in spirit by tying 
the hands of young and old and tramp- 
ling them to death with horses, bury- 
ing others alive, and burning 4000 
soldiers to death. The Seljukian Turks, 
after capturing the city of Arzu, tried, 
a]->paront]y, to I'ival Tamerlane, 
for 
they massacred in cold blood 140,000 
peo])le, carried as many more into cai^-. 
tivity and burned tiie city. 
When the 
Mongolians, 
under Cienghiy 
Khan, 
made their appearance 
in Western 
Asia they spread over Armenia, com- 
mitting wholesale massacres,^destroy- 
ing the towns and cities and carrying 
away hundreds of thousands into cap- 
tivity. 
Then followed the Moham- 
medans, of whom it has been said that 
*'no city, town or village ; no building 
of any value; no human being of any 
age or sex, was spared; they slaugh- 
tered every human being and burnt to 
ashes every building or razed it to the 
ground. 
In the execution of tho un- 
fortunate victims falling into thoir 
hands they did not leave any mode un- 
tried ; the doi)raved human heart could 
not have suggested any new method 
of torture that they had not tried." 
Thousands of 
childi'en were 
torn 
from their ijarcnts and reared for 
tho 
Mohanunedan 
army, 
forming 
that terrible body of troops known as 
tho Janissaries. 
At another time tho 
Persians, who had obtained control of 
a part of the country, fearing that 
thoy might be compelled by the Turks 
to cedo tho country to them, proceed- 
ed to make it valueless by driving the 
people out of tho cities and burning 
the buildings, sending the peo^^le into 
captivity, 
excepting those who es- 
caped to caves or mountain fastnesses. 
Many of these found a watery grave 
by being driven into a river and 
drowned. 


Meantime Russia was not idle, and 
while sho did not visit the extreme 
cruelties upon the jieople she wanted 
a slice of th(? laud when the last Ar- 
menian ruler j^nssied from the stage of 
action, and opportunity wus offered to 
divide tho spoils among the great Na- 
tions adjoining, 
Sho got some of the 
land, but not sufHiiient for her pur- 
pose, until after tho llusso-Turkish 
war in 187H sho compelled Turkey to 
disgorge some of tho Armenian terri- 
tory which she had taken. 
The other 
European Powers, however, were on 
tho alert to see that the division was 
advantageous all around, if possible, 
and at tho Berlin conference, which i 
was attended by tliat distinguished! 
Armenian, Bishoi) Nerses, tho follow- ' 
ing clause was inserted in the treaty ; 


"The Sublime Porte engages to re- 
alize without delay those ameliorations 
and reforms M'hich local need require 
iu the provinces inhabited by tho Ar- 
menians, and guarantees thoir security 
against tho Circassians and the Kurds. 
It undertakes to make known from 
time to time tho measures taken with 
this object, to the Powers, who will 
watch over thoir application."

SECRET ABOUT SILK WASHING, 


Wash the silk undorclofcUmgin warm 
(not hot) water, and preferably with 
soap ; soakinfi and very hot water will 
inevitably discolor and shrink the gar- 
ments ; 
moreover, they 
should 
be 
washed alone and nevor boiled on any 
account; if they are much soiled, a 
few drops of ammonia may be added to 
the water with advanfcatjfe. The great 
secret about the washing of silk is to 
lo it as quickly as possible withoxit 
rubbing. 
Einse in lukewarm water 
and at once, squeeze the articles gen- 
tly, and let them nearly dry, but do not 
use pegs in han.^ang them up, simply 
si)read them over a line or a horse; 
while still rather damp they should be 
laid ou a table, carefully pulled into 
shape, and rolled in a clean cloth. 
If 
the clothes have become too dry'this 
cloth should be evenly damped. 
Iron 
carefully 
all 
along 
the 
thread 
of the materiai. 
Cold rain water is 
always good to usse for delicabe sub- 
stances, and for white silk 
it 
is 
especially good mixed with one part 
of ammonia to twelve of water; in this 
the material is washed without soap, 
rinsed twice in the same kind of water 
without ammonia, and 
finally 
very 
slightly blued in a third 
rinsing. 
Abroad a boiled solution of soapwort 
is much used for all kinds of silk and 
woolens, and certainly it answers very 
well. 
Air the things as soon as they 
are ironed. 
An important thing to 
remember about silk garments is that 
they should always be mended before 
being washed, as the slightest rent or 
hole develops in a perfectly hopeless 
manner during the cleaning process.
